5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method comprising a system for sorting 
search results according to a buyer profile during the matching phase of an electronic 
commerce transaction comprising a database containing a buyer profile associated with 
a buyer, the buyer profile comprising a record of the number of times each of a plurality 
of sort criteria has appeared in at least some previous events involving the buyer and a 
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server operable to receive a plurality of search results communicated from one or more 
seller databases in response to an under-constrained search query in which exact 
attribute values are not specified for one or more attributes, access the buyer profile to 
determine an order of display based on the number of times one or more sort criteria in 
the buyer profile applicable to the search results have appeared in the previous events 
involving the buyer, sort the search results according to the determined order of display, 
communicate the sorted search results to the buyer, the server is further operable to 
notify the buyer before deleting the sort criterion and not delete the sort criterion if the 
buyer indicates the sort criterion should not be deleted. 

The closest prior art of record. Ford et al (US 2003/0195877) teaches a 
database containing a buyer profile associated with a buyer, the buyer profile 
comprising a record of the number of times ... sort criteria has appeared in at least 
some previous events involving the buyer, and a server operable to: receive a plurality 
of search results communicated from one or more seller databases in response to an 
under-constrained search query in which exact attribute values are not specified for one 
or more attributes, access the buyer profile to determine an order of display based on 
the number of times one or more sort criteria in the buyer profile applicable to the 
search results have appeared in the previous events involving the buyer, sort the search 
results according to the determined order of display, communicate the sorted search 
results to the buyer. 

Spiegal et al (US 6,466,918) teaches plurality of search criteria. 
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However Ford and Spiegal fails to anticipate or render obvious the recited feature 
of notify the buyer before deleting the sort criterion and not delete the sort criterion if the 
buyer indicates the sort criterion should not be deleted as in independent claims 10, 32; 
notifying the buyer that the record for the sort criteria may be deleted, deleting the sort 
criterion if the buyer indicates the sort criterion be deleted, and not delete the sort 
criterion if the buyer indicates the sort criterion should not be deleted as in independent 
claim 21.
